pewspapers of Portugal have not 
only a primitive aspect, but some- 
what primitive titles as welL The 
weekly newspaper having the lar- 
gest circulation in the kingdom is 
The Pontos Nos II, which means lit- 
erally in English, "The Dot on the 
Eye." It is published in Lishon, An- 
other Lisbon paper is called The In- 
land, though why it has a geograph- 
ical designation is not altogether 
clear. The medical journal of Lisbon 
Is called The Contemporary Surgeon. 
The city of Oporto, better known to 
many Americans than Lisbon, the 
capital, has a number of daily pa- 
pers, the chief one of which is Actu- 
alidade, a Portuguese variation of 
the sort of journalism represented 
by the well known phrase, "If you 
see it in The Sun, it's so." It is not 
the only Oporto journal with a pe- 
culiar name. There is another daily, 
claiming a circulation of 20, COO, the 
title of which is Des de Marzo, 
•which is Portuguese for the 10th of 
March. Btill another daily paper of 
Oporto is called The Primerro de 
Janeriro, otherwise the 1st of Janu- 
ary. The humorous paper of Oporto 
is O Sorvete (The Sherbet), and 
three other daily papers of the same 
city are known as A Lucia, A Pala- 
vara and A Justica, otherwise The 
Light, The World and Justice. There 
is one daily paper published at Va- 
lencia, in Portugal, called The Coun- 
try, and one in Lisbon called The 
Atlantic. In Coimbra, one of the old- 
est of Portuguese cities And long. 
known as the seat of a nniversity 
founded in 1308, there is one daily 
paper, called The News. 


The theory upon which Portu- 


guese papers are conducted appears 
to be that they should be, above all 
things alse, vivacious, and it is for 
this reason perhaps that weekly 
papers are at a discount in Portugal, 
the favorite plan being to divide 
what would be in the United States 
the contents of a weekly paper into 
sevenths and publishing it on the 
installment plan, so to speak, every 
day, and excluding from its col- 
umns, so far as possible, anything 
so sensational as what is called "the 
uncorroborated news." A fair and 
proper substitute for news is found 
in jocose and harmless allusions to 
the appearance of individuals, such 
as are contained, for instance, in 
The Voz do Povo (The Voice of the 
People). IB Lisbon there is publish- 
ed a journal called The Public Inter- 
est, which makes a feature of book 
reviews. The Lisbon Circle is a po- 
litical organ of the more radical op- 
ponents of the local government 
Another daily paper in Lisbon is 
called O Seculb.~New York Sun.

Tobacco an Eocntlal. 


In a general order issued recently the 


president virtually recognizes tobacco 
as an article essential to the well being 
and sustenance of the soldier in times 
of great exertion, as well as in times of 
peace and routine. The order, which 
emanates from tbe war department, 
reads as follows: 


"Under the authority vested in him 


by section 1146, revised statutes, tho 
president hereby establishes an emer- 
gency ration for troops operating for 
short periods under circumstances which 
require them to depend upon supplies 
carried upon their persons. Its compo- 
nent parts are as follows: Bacon, 10 
ouocefl; bard bread, 1Q ounces; pea meal, 
4 ounces, or an equivalent iu approved 
material for making soup;coffee, roast- 
ed and ground, 2 ounces, or tea, half an 
ounce; saccharin, 4 grains; salt, .64 
ounce; pepper, .4 ounce; tobacco, half an 
ounce." 


The secretary of war directs that this 


emergency ration be resorted to only on 
occasions arising in active operations 
when the nse of the regularly establish- 
ed ration maybe impracticable; that, 
although it* nutritive qualities permit 
its nse on half allowance, it will not be 
so used except in oases of overruling ne- 
cessity and never for a longer period 
than ten days, and that not more than 
five days' emergency rations be carried 
on tha person at one time. 


By order of tbe secretary of war, tbe 


subsistence department will provide 
tough paraffin paper for wrapping the 
bacon; will furnish bard bread in grease- 
proof packages tbe pea meal in cylin- 
drical packages, and tbe coffee, tea, 
saccharin, salt, pepper ami tobacco in 
suitable packages.—Washington Star.

The Afternoon Nap*

In time tbe eyelids 
close, tbe bead begins to uod, the news- 
paper falls from tbe bands, the pipe, no 
longer supported in tbe mouth, falls to 
tbe floor, and the symptoms of a nap 
are complete. Whether the winks bo 40 
or 100 in number, the result is tbe same 
—a short, souud sleep.

By 
no means, for the very obvions reason 
that the process is merely a physiolog- 
ical one, aiul as such, when it occurs, is 
quite natural. When digestion is in 
progress, unture has arranged that all 
the available blood in the body shall be 
collected i» aod about the digestive or- 
gans. Consoqntmtly tbe blocd supply to 
the brain falis to a low ebb, and thcs 
sleep is easily induced. On the other 
band, of coarse, physiologically, it is 
wroug for braiu work to be attempted 
immediately after a solid meal.—Med- 
ical Press.

The Science of Philately. 


Not so very long ago an article went 


the rounds of the press to the effect that 
the fad for collecting old postage stamps 
was nearly obsolete, and that as a busi- 
ness the selling and collecting of stamps 
was a thing of tho past.

One of ihe U-~t instauccs of what the 


rtatuo of any gn-at man should bt — at 
any r.itv, m the ix-^poct of its situation, 
its pfrsiKH-tivo with rt^ird to other me- 
morials juicl the U<'al ostimution in 
•which it is hold — is the statue of Long- 
fellow at Portland, by Mr, Franklin 
Simmons. It i» a dignified seated figure 
of the poet in hrouze, occupying a con- 
spicuous site iu the best part of the 
town, in the mitldle of a sqmire which 
is r.ow known as Longfellow square. 
The s;atue was raised a few yeara ago 
by a fuini schritrd through a vridc field, 
but chiofiy obtained, I believe, in Port- 
land. Tbe sculptor was chosen through 
that curious local spirit which bas af- 
fected unfavorably many of onr archi- 
U,ietura3 and other monuments. He was 
avowedly selected because he was a
